The word capitalism 15 one Whuch is misunderstood almost as 
often as it ts used Manv of these misconcepuons are based 
on a faliac:ous atutude towards human socuety—for example 
Edward Heath's famous semark about the “unacceptable 
fave of capitaiisny, which impued that there is also an 
acceoraore face. in which al is fer the dest in the best of all 
possible worlds [t also impued that the unaccectable face 
has teatures whuch. althaugh unoleasant. are unavoidable 

Simmiasly there are those people -—not usually to be found 
in the Conservative Partv—who regard capitalism as some sort 
of historical disaster, which might have been avoided with a 
little more forethought or cancem on the part of the human 
race These people are weil aware of the problems o1 the 
system—poverty , bad nousung. war. refugees. waste, pollution 
—but they think of these as being somehow unnecessarn. 
Theirs 18 9 mota standpuant, which judges social and histon- 
cal phenomena in terms ot “right” and “wrong” and which 
condemns capstaiism as one of humanity's massive mistakes. 

The difficulty with thus theory is that tt leaves too many 
vitai questions unanswered. {t does not. for example. tell us 
why capitalism should be “wrong”. why. instead of being 
disfigured 0+ widespread poverty m does not realise ils 
potenuai tor abundance Nor why. instead of being plagued 
by economic anarchy. it cannot harness its considerable 
xnowleuge and technical resources to eluminate the cycle of 
boom and slump 

These questions can be answered. quite simply. by 
reference to the fact that caostalism is not an accident and 
thai itis not morally “wrong” nor “ngat™ 

In fact. capitatism is a phase—like aU previous societies. 
a necessary chase-in histoncal developmen:. lt was preceded 
by ather social svstems. whuch were no more “right” nor 
“wrong. and in its tum it wil) be brought to an end. This 
evolution is itself not an accident. for each social system is a 
collecuon of relauionships which spring from a particular 
mode of weajth production and each svstem has been 
abolisned when those social reiatronsnips have become fetters 
un the developing productive torces. 

Far from. being a disaster or morally “wrong”, capitalism 
has fultilled some vital functions wm Hunan tustory. !t has 
Jeveloped and expanded our xnowlecge and our productive 
and comatunicat:ve powers to the point at whicn abundanec 
m a démocraticalls ocgamised society is an immediate 
Pussrourly 

Capstaism has also refined the class structure of society. 
$o that there are new only (wo classes in cantlict aver the 
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division of wealth and. finally. over the ownership of the 
means ot production. On one side is the class in possessiz- 
the capitalist class—and on the other the non-owners, or the 
working class. As the onlv socially infenor class. it must be 
the workers who will bring about society's next revolution 
[t has been capitalism's role to prepare the ground for this. 

How does capitalism do this? Firstly. its class ownentop 
must condemn the majority of its people—the working clas. 
who hive solely by the sale of their labour power—to liver of 
varying degrees of poverty. Because its wealth is prodaced 
for sale. capitalism must be a competitive soctety. which 
means a society in which conflict is endennc. from come: 
shops trying to drive each other out of business at one enc 01 
the scale to world war at the other. 


Commodity production must also mean that inost of te 
wealth which is turned out is shoddy. made with an we ia 
lower. competitive costs instead of for tts usefulness :0 
human beings. It means a massive waste of resources fa 
example the wholesale destruction of food while millon 
are starvine or the maintenance of nulitam machines whit 
Produce nothing but which destroy mucii [tf means thi 
society is preoccupied with selling its wealth and «ite: ’ 
complex financial machinery when in any sane set-up we 
would be concentrating on making wealth—and making vn 
the best pussible, for human beings to cansuime and to ene 

We can sum up the argument by saving that capitalin c= 
now outrun its usefulness to human development Hag 
fulfilled its purpose. it now hanipers the power of the p¥ 
ductive forces which could be 3t our command. Humars 
can have a world in which wealth is turned out in 3 Mow 
freely avaulabie to evervone-a world in which hime 
interests come first in everv thing. 


What prevents this is the continuation of the xt 
relationships of capitalism. To change them neetcs 3 3 
revolution. 

This revolution will be the first conscious one, *% wi

And while governments seemed to be able to 
materialize thts ideai they had long runs of 
poutical power and otfice. based on deliber- 
ue working class support. To these latter it 
appeared as though (his gulden age was here 
to stav forever 

This golden epoch w but a repeat of an 
faher such period in Australian history 
ettending trom 1860 to 1890 And just as 
shat earlier age uf buuyant optimism came 
fasking duwn in the ruins of commercial 
collapse so ts this present !ong run destined 
wbewese to fall in ruins — and for the same 
general reasons (read newspapers of the 
'9°9 deriod). 

The Transitory Nature of Democracy 

Another feature and closely related to the 
clangny economic basis of the simular 

reiod us the exposure of corresponding 
woal and class conscious attitudes of our 
Takers which. to some extent, iay subdued 
cunag periods of sustained prosperity. As 
‘he economic climate deteriorates so do they 
become increasingly vocal, insistent and 
esphcit in re-affirming their class rights of 
domination over the subordinate class. On 
point *e read a newspaper headline: (1) 
“Free assembly and speech privileges.” 
Then nto subject matter it continues, “The 
freedoms uf speech and assembly exrst in 
Auotraha largely as privileges. not as rights.

Bul the local 
ruling caps had no interest in improving the 
effic:ency of exploitation with better condi- 
tions for the lower class. Politicians were 
corrupt. With evolution toward capitalism 
ata standstiil. che masses leaned toward \10- 
tence in their vearning tor better conditions. 


New York Investors Bankrolled Castro.

ditferent rates on ft he basts of their ability 
and postion.”

Afghanis- 
(an salt held a prominent place on a world 
hunger map up to the muddle of 1974 at least. 

The starvatton-opsum producing pro- 
vince of Badakhshan had another “health” 
problem, opium addiction. With lives as cir- 
cumscnbed as their's, who could blame the 
peasants for adding another escapism to 
their religious crutch? 

So, as 1s the case with wage-workers in 
industrially advanced countries, there is 
nothing visible for Afghan peasants to tight 
for or defend. Because workers were born 
and raised in a particular country, and speak 
its language does not mean they share 
Ownership and control. The clase that 
monopolizes ownership of the means of life, 
and orders workers lo produce in certain 
Wavs. quannities and kinds of wealth, solely 
for the profits of the few, are the real 
“foreigners ”

Socialism, whch will 
replace it. The tdea of “socialism in one 
country” is absurd and any attempt to do so 
is bound to tail. leading probabiv to some 
kind of State capitalism. 

This Somalist opposition to nationalism 
goes equally for nationslist movements. 
such as those 1n [reland and Palestine. which 
are generally regarded in leftist circles as 
“progressive As movements to try to set 
up vet another capitalist Stateievenil witha 
State capitalist economy) ther are not at all 
“ progressive’. Since about the turn of the 
century, “when <apitalism became the dcmi- 
nant world system. only one movement can 
legitimately be called “progressive . 
namely. the movement for world soctalism. 
Since that time only Socialism has been 
progressive 

Betore that time, :e. in the 1Nth century, a 
case could be made out for certain nauonal- 
ist Movements being historically progressive 
and hence worthy of the support of Social- 
ists. This was the attitude taken up by Marx 
and Engels towards the movements for Ger- 
man and Italian unity and for Polish and 
Irish independence. At a time when capital- 
16m #as not vet the dominant world system, 
they felc that if was the duty of Soctalists to 
help the development of capitalism and to 
weaken 13 enemies fin parucular Tsarist 
Russia). 

If this was why Marx and Engew sup- 
ported certain nationalist Movements in the 
19h century. then it follows that. iA the 
cnaanged corditians of the oth century, «tth 
capitalism as the dominant world syytem, (he 
reasons given bs VWUarx cad Engels ‘or support- 
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ING COTPIGIN RATOREILS! movements are ng 
longer valid. Capiialism., beng the domean: 
wortd system, no longer needs to be heiped 
to become so. This 19 why we sav thai Man 
amd Engels’ views on Nationalism are poe 
out-dated and obdsolete and that (bose ano 
repeat them in the changed conastions of 
today have not understood the first thing 
about Marx's metnod.
